SCRIP  COLLECTORS  TO  MEET  IN  OAK  RIDGE,  TENNESSEE 

The  National  Convention  of  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association  (NSCA)  will  be 
held  at  the  Holiday  Inn,  Oak  Ridge,  Tennessee  on  October  7  and  8,  1983.  Scrip,  tools 
and  other  meraorabelia  used  in  coal  mining  and  the  lumbering  industries  will  be  on 
exhibit  from  8  a. in.  to  4  p.m.  Friday  and  8  a.m.  to  12  noon  on  Saturday.  Admission  to 
the  exhibit  is  open  to  the  public  and  is  free.  Special  features  of  the  show  include 
on  Friday  a  group  dinner  for  members  and  their  guests  with  musical  entertainment  and 
a  premier  auction  of  scarce  and  rare  scrip  tokens. 

More  than  thirty  exhibitors  from  KY,  OH,  PA,  TN,  IL,  IN,  AL  and  WV  are  expected  to 
display  more  than  5000  pieces  of  the  scrip  tokens  (metal  and  paper)  which  were  issued 
to  coal  and  lumber  employees  as  an  advance  on  wages  from  the  1890’s  to  the  1950's. 

These  scrip  tokens  were  traded  at  the  Company  Store  for  food,  clothing  and  the  other 
necessities  of  life. 

NSCA  is  an  organization  dedicated  to  preserving  a  segment  of  the  history  associated 
with  workers  and  their  families  in  coal  mining  and  lumbering  operations.  Formed  in 
1972,  it  has  more  than  500  members  in  forty-two  states.  More  than  15,000  pieces  have 
been  indentified  and  catalogues  for  the  coal  industry  and  5,000  pieces  in  the  lumber 
industry. 

Scrip  was  also  used  as  a  medium  of  wages  in  other  industries,  such  as:  cotton  milling, 
food  growing  and  processing,  iron  and  steel  making,  limestone  and  nitrate  mining, 
gold  mining  and  others. 

Scrip  eeentially  was  used  as  a  necessity  due  to  the  isolated  location  of  the  mines  or 
to  the  low  cash  reserve  of  the  owners.  It  also  was  used  because  some  owners  wanted  to 
restrict  the  employee's  purchases  to  his  Company  Store.  With  the  improvement  in  roads 
and  transportation,  employees  began  to  shop  at  nearby  larger  cities  and  the  use  of 
scrip  gradually  died  out.  Since  these  tokens  no  longer  are  being  used,  they  have 
become  highly  prized  by  collectors. 

Members  of  NSCA  will  be  available  to  explain  exhibits,  answer  questions,  give  free 
appraisals  of  scrip  and  to  assist  visitors  in  enjoying  the  show.  In  addition  to 
buying  and  trading  scrip  for  their  own  collections,  exhibitors  will  have  scrip  to  sell. 

Those  who  are  curious  about  scrip  tokens  and  those  who  are  interested  in  collecting 
them  are  invited  to  attend  the  show.

LUMBER  TOKENS  PROM  AN  UPPER  MICHIGAN  TOWN

A  quick  look  through  Terry  Trenton's  '’Umber  Company  Store  Tokens"  Indicates  that 
the  largest  number  of  listings  are  for  the  Western  sod  Southern  states.  The  Great  Lakes 
States  do  not  shew  many  tokens.  Michigan  has  listings  for  13  towns.  This  article  will 
add  a  14  th  to  that  list. 


In  1918  Earl  J.  Case  arrived  in  the  city  of  Houghton,  in  Michigan's  Upper  peninsula. 
He  had  previously  lived  in  devastate  Grand  Traverse  County ,  where  his  father  owned  and 
operated  the  3  sawmills  of  the  Case  &  Crotser  Lusher  Company.  The  firm  also  owned  12,000 
acres  of  land  in  Upper  Michigan,  as  well  as  some  standing  timber  in  Oregon. 


After  working  in  his  father's  bust  oss  for  a  number  of  years,  Earl  had  wanted  to 
strike  out  on  his  own.  He  cecae  to  Houghton  to  seek  his  fortune.  Case  selected  a  site 
for  his  woods  products  operation  20  miles  southwest  of  Houghton,  on  the  tracks  of  the 
Copper  Range  Railroad.  The  railroad  called  this  siding  Beaver  (for  a  large  beaver  pond 
nearby).  After  clearing  additional  land  for  his  mill.  Case  changed  the  name  of  the 
townslte  to  Donken  (being  the  cases  of  his  two  cona  -  Don  and  Ren). 

The  complex  waa  wade  up  of  a  circular  sawmill,  which  utilised  timber  owned  by  the 
Case  Lumber  Company.  Pine,  hemlock,  birch,  and  maple  were  cut  and  transported  to  the 
mill.  Some  of  the  birch  was  exported  to  Italy  for  use  in  aircraft  construction.  Local 
residents  recall  the  sometimes  humorous  meet in go  between  Case  (who  spoke  no  Italian)  and 
the  Italian  wood  buyer  (who  understood  little  English),  as  they  haggled  over  prices.  In 
addition  to  the  sawmill,  there  was  a  planing  mill  for  finishing  lumber  and  a  shingle  mill 
to  utilise  wood  frea  the  extensive  local  cedar  ewrrsps.  The  Case  Lumber  Company  soon  be-^^ 
came  the  largest  employer  in  Elm  River  Township.  m

With  the  Increase  in  employees,  it  was  necessary  to  construct  an  adequate  townslte. 
Streets  were  laid  out  and  buildings  were  erected  to  house  the  workers  and  their  families. 
Because  of  the  distance  Involved,  end  the  lack  of  convenient  transportation  to  Houghton, 
a  general  store  was  alec  built.  Case  decided  that  it  would  not  be  proper  to  make  a 
profit  off  his  employes,  so  the  price®  that  w^ra  charged  in  the  store  were  the  same  as 
those  charged  in  Houghton.  A  quantity  of  ecrip  was  ordered  for  use  in  the  store,  the 
employees  had  the  option  of  receiving  their  pay  in  tokens,  cash,  or  a  combination  of  the 
two. 


Tokens  were  round  brass  in  the  following  denominations:  lc  (18s».),  5c  (19mm.), 

10c  (2It5r. ) ,  25c  (24&X.),  5Cc  (30mm.),  and  $1.00  (35 ua.).  The  obverse  read  "Case  Lumber 
Co.,  Donken,  Mich."  around  the  edge.  In  the  middle  was  the  company's  CL  logo.  Around 
the  edge  of  the  reverse  it  stated  "Good  For,  In  Merchandise."  In  the  middle  was  the 
denomination.  These  tokens  should  be  considered  very  scarce,  most  having  been  destroyed 
when  the  company  store  burned  down.  The  only  known  complete  set  was  held  by  Earl  Case. 

He  gave  it  to  his  son  Ren  and  it  now  sits  (embedded  in  a  block  of  luclte)  as  a  paperweight 
on  the  desk  of  Rennet h  Case,  Jr.  Efforts  to  locate  other  tokens  among  local  residents  or 
former  employees  have  been  unsuccessful .

Business  prospered  during  the  1920's,  but  drastic  cutbacks  had  to  be  made  during  the 
depression.  The  mills  were  idle  during  rasch  of  the  1930* B.  As  the  economy  picked  up,  so 
did  activities  at  Donken.  In  1941,  the  mill  and  town  were  sold  to  the  Vulcan  Corporation 
(headquartered  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio).  Case  felt  that  the  holding  and  management  of  tlmbe^ 
lends  were  more  profitable  than  sawmilling.  Today,  the  Case  family  still  owns  large  Ijfl 
amounts  of  forest  land,  but  has  no  mills.  Vulcan  shutdown  operations  in  1966.  With  the" 
exception  of  e  few  families  Still  residing  there,  cot  much  is  left  in  Donken  today.

MINERAL  RESOURCES  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 


Scriptor  Fred  Robinson  of  Canton,  Ohio  has  provided  the  following  information 
from  an  1883  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  published  by  the  Government  Printing  Office 
in  Washington,  D.C.  In  view  of  what  has  happened  in  the  mining  industry  in  the 
100  years  since  this  report  was  published,  it  should  be  of  interest  to  all  NSCA 
members.  Check  and  see  what  has  developed  in  your  state  since  the  publication  of 
this  document  during  the  past  109  years  I! 

Since  it  will  take  several  issues  of  “SCRIP  TALK"  to  publish  all  of  the  material, 
you  might  want  to  watch  for  more  in  future  issues!! 

DAKOTA: 

In  Dakota,  coal  occurs  in  quite  extensive  beds,  which  have  remained  entirely 
undeveloped.  Some  slight  work  has  been  done  on  a  1,000  acre  tract  of  coal  land  on 
Hay  cPeek,  near  the  Bla  k  Hills;  and  in  1880  it  was  proposed  to  construct  a  railroad 
to  the  coal  field,  about  30  miles  north  of  Deadwoo^,  but  the  project  failed  of  real¬ 
ization.  In  1874  Government  land  office  reports  estimated  the  coal  area  of  the  Terr¬ 
itory  at  100,000  square  miles,  but  this  is  probably  excessive. 

IDAHO:  '  ' 

Bituminous  coal  and  lignite,  some  of  which  burns  tolerably  well,  have  been 
found  at  many  points  in  Idaho.  Beds  of  these  varieties  of  coal  have  been  discovered 
on  Reynold’s  creek,  Owyhee  county,  where  a  tunnel,  after  being  driven  a  distance  of 
30  feet,  exposed  a  vein  of  coal  12  feet  in  thickness.  Should  this  deposit  prove  to 
be  heavy,  and  of  even  a  moderately  good  quality,  the  find  will  greatly  benefit,  this 
portion  of  the  Terri toryK  as  it  abounds  in  valuable  mines,  and  contains  but  little 
timber,  scarcely  any  of  which  is  fit  for  lumber. 

A  fine  variety  of  lignite  has  been  found  at  many  different  points  in  the  vicinity 
of  Boise  City.  The  ’float’  picked  up,  no  regular  beds  having  yet  been  discovered  here, 
resembles  cannal  coal,  and  is  said  to  burn  well.  As  wood  is  becoming  scarce,  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  a  good  mineral  fuel  in  this  neighborhood  is  already  a  desideratum.  Similar 
’float’,  and  in  some  places  quite  heavy  deposits  of  lignite,  have  ueen  met  with  along 
the  foot  hills  from  a  point  .50  miles  southeast  of  Boise  City  all  the  way  to  the 
Lewis  and  Snake  rivers..  This  lignite  burns  in  grates  freely,  emits  much  heat, 
leaves  little  ash,  and  has  little  sulphur.  Small  quantities  of  lignite,  with  siliceous 
fossil  wood,  are  met  with  in  the  auriferous  placers  of  Boise  basin.  These  have  only 
mineralogies!  interest. 

The  present  product  of  Idaho  is  insignificant,  and  no  record  of  the  scattering 
lots  of  a  few  tons  each  which  have  been  mined  is  obtainable. 

ILLINOIS: 

The  valuable  features  of  the  coal  found  in  this  State  are  that  there  is  plenty 
of  it,  that  is  is  very  widely  distributed  over  the  State,  and  that  it  is  readily 
accessible.  Although  it  is  generally  necessary  to  mine  it  by  means  of  a  shaft,  the 
«coal  is  reached  as  so  reasonable  a  depth  from  the  surface  that  its  mining  is  done 
without  unusual  expense.  The  number  of  railroads  traversing  all  parts  of  this  State, 
with  good  grade  levels  and  without  curves,  furnish  an  abundance  of  cheap  transportation 
and  there  is  a  large  market  for  the  coal  that  is  produced. 

The  valuable  iron-smelting  Big  Muddy  coal,  found  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State,  and  extensively  used  at  Saint  Louis,  as  well  as  some  of  a  fiar  quality  in 
other  localities,  would  lead  to  the  hope  of  yet  finding  coal  of  a  better  quality  than 
much  of  that  which  is  now  mined. 

The  United  States  Census  of  1880  reports  the  production  of  coal  in  Illinois 
at  6,115,337  tons.  To  those  acquainted  with  the  large  production  of  the  mines  of 
Pennsylvania,  these  figures  may  appear  small,  but  it  should  be  considered  that  the  coal 
business  in  the  Wes t  is  yet  In  its  infancy.  In  LaSalle  County  there  are  three  seams 

of  coal,  the  upper  4£  to  5  feet  thick,  the  middle  usually  6  feet,  and  the  lower  4  feet.

'wenty-flvii  counties  of  Illinois  are  now  engaged  in  mining  coal.  The  total  are^ 
jf  32  counties  embraced  within  the  boundaries  of  the  coal  field  is  18,864  miles.  III 
we  deduct  over  one-half  of  this  area  for  portions  of  the  district  where  coal  will  * 

never  be  found,  because  of  the  seams  being  washed  out  by  the  streams  and  rivers,  or 
from  r;he  failure  of  the  seam  from  any  other  cause,  we  shall  have  at  least  9,000  squer 
miles  of  a  4  foot  seam  of  coal.  In  every  acre  of  land  bearing  a  4  foot  seam  of  coal 
there  are  5,000  tons  of  coal,  or  3,205,000  tons  to  a  square  mile,  or  a  total  of 
28,845,000,000  tons. 

Saint  Louis,  Missouri  obtains  a  large  supply  of  bituminous  coal  from  the  Belle¬ 
ville  district,  in  Saint  Clair  county,  Illinois.  This  county  shows  a  very  large  coal 
area,  and  the  output  in  1882  was  865,685  tons.  The  coal  seam  is  7  feet  in  thickness, 
and  contains  55.2  fixed  carbon  and  33.8  volatile  matter.  There  are  some  very  large 
mining  concerns  in  this  district,  the  most  prominent  being  the  Carbondale  Coal  and 
Coke  Company.  A  large  business  was  done  in  making  coke  last  year  (1882),  260,000 
tons  having  been  received  in  Saint  Louis.  Peoria  county  is  reported  as  having  turned 
out  419,087  tons  of  coal  in  1882.  The  Streator  coal  field  is  also  an  important 
district,  and  the  output  last  year  was  721,559  tons. 


INDIAN  TERRITORY; 

At  Savanna  and  Lehigh  are  located,  the  coal  mines  which  supply  the  great  system 
of  roads  operated  by  the  Gould  combination.  From  these  mines  all  the  roads  in  Texas 
(railroads)  are  supplied  with  fuel,  including  the  Galveston,  Harrisburg,  and  San 
Antonio;  Gulf,  Colorado,  and  Sante  Fe;  and  Houston  and  Texas  central  roads,  which 
are  not  in  the  Gould  combination.  The  coal  is  in  great  deman  by  gas  companies,  being 
shipped  to  Atchison,  Topeka,  and  Lawrence*  Kansas;  Kansas  City,  Missouri;  and  Dallas, 
Fort  Worth,  Waco,  San  Antonio,  and  all  principal  Texas  cities. 

At  Savanna  the  Atoka  Coal  Mining  Company  now  has  two  mines  partially  developed,' 
with  a  capacity  of  1,000  tons  daily,  but  will  have  the  output  increased  to  2,000  ton 
per -day  by  September  1,  1883.  The  coal  is  from  4  to  4  feet  8  inches  in  thickness, 
and  very  firm,  with  fireclay  bottom  and  soapstone  top.  The  mines  are  slopes,  and 
from  4  to  8  tons  can  be  brought  up  at  each  trip,  or  every  three  or  five  minutes  a 
half  car-load  of  coal  is  brought  to  the  surface.  The  machinery  for  this  work  is 
very  powerful,  and  the  entire  equipment  first  class  in  every  particular.  At  this 
place  the  company  has  under  lease  and  controls  fully  30,000  acres  of  fine  coal  land. 

At  Lehigh,  about  eight  miles  west  of  Atoka,  a  station  on  the  Missouri,  Kansas 
and  Texas  railroad,  and  only  60  miles  from  the  Texas  line,  the  company  have  two  mines 
partially  opened,  which  produce  about  600  tons  daily.  The  capacity  of  these  mines 
will  be  double  by  September  1,  1883.  These  mines  are  worked  on  the  long-wall  plan, 
the  coal  being  but  4  feet  thick  and  of  a  different  nature  from  that  found  at  Savanna, 
being  similar  to  that  found  in  Illinois,  opposite  Saint  Louis. 

The  cost  of  producting  this  coal  is  much  greater  than  in  the  Eastern  States, 
but  the  company  has  been  obtaining  for  it  from  $2.50  to  $2.75  per  ton.  The  superior 
quality  of  Savanna  coal  has  attracted  the  attention  of  coke  men,  andan  experimental 
oven  is  to  be  built  for  the  purpose  of  giving  it  a  thorough  test  in  the  manufacture 
of  coke,  for  which  it  seems  to  be  suitable. 

INDIANA: 


The  area  of  the  Indiana  Coal  Measures  approximates  one-fifth  of  the  entire 
State,  and  embraces  the  counties  of  Perry,  Spencer,  Warwick,  Posey,  Vanderberg, 
Gibson,  Pike,  Dubois,  Daviees,  Knox,  Martin,  Sullivan,  Greene,  Clay,  Vigo,  Parke, 
Vermillion  and  Fountain.  The  most  important  coals,  froma  manufacturing  point  of 
view,  are  those  known  as  the  'lower  block',  3  feet  8  inches  thick;  the  'main  block' 

4  feet  4  inches  thick,  and  'upper  block'  1  foot  10  inches  thick.  Block  coal  has  a 
laminated  structure,  and  is  composed  of  alternrte  thin  layers  of  vitreous  dull -black 
coal  and  fibrous  mineral  charcoal.  It  splits  readily  into  sheets,  breaking  with 
difficulty  in  the  opposite  direction.  On  burning,  it  scarcely  swells  or  changes 
form,  and  never  cakes  or  runs  together.  What  the  celebrated  English  chemist.

NOTES  ON  THE  MATEWAN  MASSACRE 


EXCERPTED  FROM  "BLOODLETTING  IN  APPALACHIA"  BY  HOWARD  B.  LEE,  FORMER  ATTORNEY  GENERA 
OF  WEST  VIRGINIA  (1925-1933)  AND  PUBLISHED  BY.  WEST  VIRGINIA  UNIVERSITY ,  MORGANTOWN 
IN  1969. 

Mingo  County  was  created  by  the  West  Virginia  Legislature  in  1895  by  bisecting 
Logan  County.  It  is  a  land  of  high  mountains,  deep  gorges,  rushing  streams,  and 
blood  feuds.  But  the  coining  of  the  railroad  in  1892  and  the  development  of  the 
coal  industry  replaced  the  feuds  with  violent  labor  wars,  and  the  guns  that  once 
blazed  in  the  feuds  were  used  later  in  those  wars. 

From  earliest  times,  the  inbred  contempt  of  many  Mingo  mountaineers  for  the  law 
and  their  disregard  for  human  life  earned  for  the  county  the  unenviable  sobriquet 
of  "Bloody  Mingo".  Even  in  more  recent  years  opposing  political  factions  have 
frequently  "shot  out"  their  differences  on  highways  and  village  streets.  In  1934, 
the  newspapers  reported  that  Circuit  Judge  B.  F.  Howard,  in  appealing  from  the  bench 
for  an  orderly  election  in  the  town  of  Williamson,  referred  to  the  county  as  the 
"hell  hole  of  creation". 

These  mountaineers  always  speak  of  peace  officers  as  "The  Law",  and  sometimes 
their  dislike  for  The  Law  extends  to  the  highest  echelons  of  officers.  A  few  years 
ago  two  gunmen  waylaid  James  Dameron ,  Circuit  Judge  of  the  County,  and  fired  a  few 
pistol  slugs  into  his  body,  and  left  him  for  dead.  The  Judge  recovered,  but  his 
murderous  assailants  were  never  apprehended. 

In  1925,  citizens  of  the  village  of  Kermit  divided  into  two  hostile  factions 
over  the  creation  of  an  independent  school  district.  On  election  day  (May  19)  they 
decided  to  let  bullets  and  not  ballots  decide  the  issue.  More  than  two  hundred  shots 
were  fired  in  the  battle,  and  when  the  smoke  cleared,  two  men  lay  dead,  two  were 
desperately  wounded,  and  a  few  had  flesh  wounds. 

But  the  county's  most  brutal  wholesale  killings  occurred  in  the  evening  of  May 
19,  1920,  on  the  main  street  of  the  crime-ridden  village  of  Matewan,  and  grew  out 
of  a  strike  of  coal  miners.  The  incident  is  remembered  as  the  "Matewan  Massacre". 

The  Mingo  County  operators  said  that  Sheriff  Blankenship  proposed  to  them  that, 
for  the  payment  to  him  of  a  sizeable  cash  sum ,  he  would  prevent  any  union  activities 
in  the  county  during  his  term  of  office,  and  they  rejected  the  proposal.  Thereupon, 
said  the  operators,  the  Sheriff  began  negotiations  with  the  miners'  union.  What  he 
received,  or  whether  he  received  anything,  is  unknown.  But  shortly  thereafter  the 
union  began  to  organize  the  miners  in  the  county. 

Supported  by  the  Sheriff,  Mayor  Testerman  of  Matewan,  and  "Two-Gun"  Sid  Hatfield, 
village  Chief  of  Police,  the  union  called  a  strike  at  Red  Jacket  and  other  mines  near 
Matewan  village  to  force  the  operators  to  recognize  the  newly  organized  union.  But 
the  unrest  soon  spread  to  other  sections  of  the  county,  and  eventually  developed  into 
a  major  labor  war.  As  usual,  the  strikers  and  their  families  were  fed  by  the  union. 

Finally,  the  Red  Jacket  Company  decided  to  evict  certain  strike  leaders  from 
their  ccanpany-owned  houses.  It  secured  eviction  writs  from  ajustice  of  the  peace 
in  an  obscure  section  of  the  county  and  turned  them  over  to  the  Baldwin-Felts 
Detective  Agency  for  execution. 

This  Agency,  with  headquarters  in  Bluefield,  was  a  ruthless,  strikebreadking 
organization  headed  by  William  G.  Baldwin  and  Thomas  L.  Felts  -  the  two  most  feared 
and  hated  men  in  the  mountains.  For  more  than  thirty  years  its  employees,  called 
"Baldwin  Thugs"  and  mine  guards  by  the  workers,  had  ruled  the  coal  fields,  fought 
strikes  and  strikers,  and  otherwise  tyrannized  over  the  miners. 

On  May  19,  1920,  a  posse  of  twelve  of  these  mine  guards,  led  by  Albert  and  Lee 
Felts,  brothers  of  Tom  Felts,  one  of  the  owners  of  the  Agency,  left  Bluefield  by 
train  to  carry  out  the  eviction  orders.  Only  four  guards,  the  Felts  brothers.  Bill 
Salter,  and  C.  B.  Cunningham  were  licensed  to  carry  pistols.  The  others  carried 
high-power  rifles,  for  which  no  license  was  then  required. 

There  was  no  demonstration  when  the  guards  arrived  in  Matewan.  They  went  to 
the  camp,  evicted  the  strikers,  returned  to  the  village,  cased  their  rifles,  and 
were  standing  about  the  street  waiting  for  the  train  on  which  they  expected  to 
return  to  Bluefield.  Everything  appeared  serene,  but  it  was  the  calm  of  death. 
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Chief  of  Police  Sid  Hatfield  passed  Albert  Felts  on  the  sidewalk  and  shot  him 
through  the  head  while  Felts'  back  was  toward  him.  Apparently  that  Was  the  signal 
for  the  massacre  to  begin;  and,  from  second  story  windows  and  other  vantage  points, 
a  deadly  rifle  and  pistol  fire  was  poured  into  the  mine  guards.  Five  guards,  includi: 
Lee  Felts,  brother  of  Albert,  fell  dead  from  the  first  volley. 

Salter  and  Cunningham,  who  had  pistols,  opened  fire  on  their  assailants.  His 
pistol  empty,  Salter  ran  through  a  store  and  hid  in  a  large  wastepaper  container  on 
its  back  porch  until  the  middle  of  the  night,  and  then  swam  Tug  River  to  Kentucky 
and  safety. 

Cunningham  was  the  last  guard  to  fall.  Although  mortally  wounded  by  the  first 
volley,  he  propped  his  fast-failing  body  against  a  lightpole  and  emptied  his  pistol 
at  the  attackers.  With  his  pistol  empty,  his  knees  buckled,  and  he  slumped  to 
the  sidewalk.  "Two-Gun"  Sid  Hatfield  slunk  from  the  shadows  and  fired  a  few  pistol 
balls  into  the  dying  man’s  head,  and  then  nonchalantly  remarked  to  the  mob:  "That 
goddamned  son-of-a-bitch  sho  had  a  heap  o’  guts.” 

The  unarmed  guards  who  survived  the  first  deadly  fusillage,  some  desperately 
wounded,  fled  in  every  direction.  J.  W.  Ferguson,  badly  wounded,  ran  into  a  nearby 
house  and  hid  under  a  bed;  but  two  killers  rushed  in,  jerked  the  bed  aside,  seized 
the  dying  man  by  the  feet,  dragged  him  into  the  street,  and  fired  a  number  of  pistol 
slugs  into  his  body.  Oscar  Bennett  saved  his  life  by  slipping  into  the  railway  static 
and  mingling  with  the  passengers  waiting  to  take  the  train.  The  two  Andersons  and 
Buchanan  ran  through  a  store  and  down  the  railroad  tracks  toward  Williamson  and  escap- 

The  battle  over,  seven  guards,  Mayor  Testerman,  and  the  Robert  Mullins  and  Tot 
Tinsley,  two  striking  miners,  lay  dead  in -the  street;  and  three  strikers  and  a  by¬ 
stander  were  seriously  wcpunded. 

Whether  true  or  not,  the  miners  believed  that  over  the  years  many  strikers  had 
been  wantonly  killed  by  the  Baldwin-Felts  mine  guards.  No  other  organization  was 
so  bitterly  hated  by  them;  and  here  were  two  of  the  chief  offenders,  Albert  and  Lee 
Felts,  of  Cabin  Creek  and  Paint  Creek  infamy,  and  five  of  the  lesser  ones  lying  dead 
at  the  feet  of  their  conquerors.  The  mob's  hatred  became  wild  fury;  and  passengers 
on  the  train  that  pulled  into  the  station  a  few  minutes  after  the  battle  was  over 
were  horrified  to  see  the  bodies  of  ten  dead  men  .lying  where  they  had  fallen,  here 
and  there  in  the  street  near  the  depot,  and  a  howling,  jeering,  shrieking  mob,  led 
by  Chief  of  Police  Sid  Hatfield  and  Ed  Chambers,  dancing  around  the  bodies  and  spitting 
tobacco  juice  into  the  glassy  eyes  of  the  dead  mine  guards. 

A  few  jars  of  "moonshine"  whiskey  were  brought  out  of  hiding  and  the  frenzied 
killers  drank  greedily.  For  hours  the  drunken  mob  held  "high  carnival  with  death", 
over  the  bodies  of  the  dead  mine  guards,  and  fired  hundreds  of  bullets  into  their 
lifeless  forms.  Skulking  ghouls,  the  lowest  of  human  thiefs,  robbed  the  dead  of  all 
money,  jewelry,  and  other  valuables.  The  high-power  rifles  and  ammunition  belts  were 
added  to  the  arsenal  of  the  strikers,  but  Chief  of  Police  Hatfield  stole  the  pistols 
of  the  dead  Felts  brothers.  As  the  night  wore  on,  the  drunken  mob  became  weary  and 
gradually  disappeared,  and  undertakers  from  Williamson  were  allowed  to  claim  the 
-  bodies  of  the  dead  mine  guards . 

Later,  at  the  trials  of  the  murderers,  Tom  Felts  testified  that  when  on  "assign¬ 
ment"  his  brothers  always  carried  large  sums  of  money  for  use  in  emergencies;  that 
when  they  left  his  office  in  Bluefield  for  Matewan  each  brother  was  given  $1,000. 
in  cash  for  use  in  any  emergency  that  might  arise;  that  each  brother  wore  a  very 
valuable  2-carat  diamond  ring;  that  their  bodies  were  robbed  of  the  money  and  the 
rings;  and  that  neither  the  money  or  the  rings  were  ever  recovered. 

Mayor  Testerman  had  a  beautiful  young  wife  for  whom  the  amorous  Chief  of  Police, 
Sid  Hatfield,  had  formed  a  passionate  attachment,  which  was  reciprocated  by  the 
"lady  fair".  After  the  massacre  it  was  generally  believed  in  Matewan  that  Hatfield 
had  planned  the  whole  affair  to  give  him  an  opportunity  to  remove  the  Mayor  from  the 
triangle-  and  that  he  did  so  remove  him. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  "grief-stricken"  widow  married  the  village  Lothario  seven 
days  after  the  funeral  of  her  "very  late”  husband.  Also,  the  night  before  the  wedding 
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the  two  were  arrested  by  police  in  the  City  of  Huntington  for  prematurely  occupying 
the  same  bed.  On  a  table  beside  their  bed  were  the  pistols  of  the  dead  Felts 
brothers.  They  were  seized  by  the  polioe  and  returned  to  the  Baldwin-Felts  Agency. 

. Sid  Hatfield  and  twenty-two  other  participants  in  the  Massacre  were  indict*-  : 

for  the  murder  of  the  seven  mine  guards.  The  killers  and  union  leaders  knew  that 
unfriendly  witnesses  had  to  be  silenced.  In  most  cases  fear  sealed  their  lips.  Wit}; 
others,  a  simple  warning  was  sufficient  to  convince  them  that  they  saw.  nothing. 

But  Anse  Hatfield,  a  hotel  keeper  in  Matewan,  was  of  a  different  breed.  He  was 
a  bold,  courageous,  truthful  mountaineer,  who  could  neither  be  bluffed  nor  intimidated 
He  had  witnessed  the  slaughter,  and  would  tell  exactly  what  he  saw.  But  he  could 
be  silenced.  One  afternoon,  shortly  before  the  trial  date,  as  he  sat  smoking  on  his 
hotel  porch,  a  rifle  cracked  on  the  nearby  mountainside,  and  Anse  Hatfield  slumped 
to  the  floor,  a  bullet  through  his  head.  The  perpetrator  of  that  foul  murder  was 
never  apprehended. 

. However,  it  was  common  knowledge  that  any  jury  of  Mingo  County  citizens 

would  be  afraid  to  convict  them,  no  matter  how  strong  the  evidence.  Under  the 
State’s  Constitution  only  a  defendant  may  ask  for  a  Change  of  venue  (transfer  of 
his  case  to  another  county  for  trial) ?  and  it  was  certain  that  these  killers  felt 
perfectly  secure  among  their  own  kind,  and  would  never  ask  for  avenue  change.-  Thus 
it  appeared  that  the  State  was  completely  blocked  in  its  efforts  to  bring  these 
criminals  to  justice... 

. (All  were  finally  freed  including  Sid  Hatfield  and  Ed  Chambers  who  came 

to  an  untimely  death  but  that  is  another  story  for  another  time)....

DEAR  HAL: 


I  have  just  received  a  letter  from  a  TAMS  member  which  I  feel 
merits  the  immediate  attention  of  the  TAMS  Board  of  Governors. 

If  -  you  agree,  advance  plans  should  be  made  now  so  that  his 
suggestion  can  be  included  in  the  plans  for  1984  TAMS  meeting 
in  Detroit. 

Quote:  "At  San  Diego  TAMS  meeting,  all  we  had  was  a  half  hour 
general  members  meeting. .  .all  cut  and  dried  1  i  No  program  or 
speaker!!  Too,  the  banquet  held  later  had  no  speakers  —  just 
gave  out  some  awards  and  had  a  few  door  prize  drawings.  I 
was  very  disappointed  in  my  first'  TAMS  meeting. 

"TAMS  should  have  a  room  where  members  can  gather  to  meet  other 
members.  They  could  swap  stories  along  with  tokens  and  medals 
and  have  sane  fun!!  Not  a  cut  and  dried  affair!!" 

"I  had  fun  -  made  new  friends  -  and  gained  several  new  items  for 
my  collection  at  the  AVA  meeting  which  I  also  attended! "  End 
quote. . 

As  I  recall  from  past  TAMS  Board  meetings,  it  was  noted  that  the 
ANA  officials  would  not  allow  TAMS  to  have  any  buying  or  selling 
or  swaps  on  tokens  since  the  persons  who  had  purchased  bourse 
tables  did  not  approve !  *  But,  it  appears  that  this  is  no  longer 
the  case  since  the  gentleman  notes  that  AVA  did  have  an  activity 
of  this  nature. 


Too,  the  Collectibles  Show  was  scheduled  in  advance  of  the  ANA 
and  TAMS  so  that  areas  outside  of  coins  oould  have  something  for 
those  not  interested  in  coins.  This,  however,  entails  a  stay  of 
over  a  week  at  the  convention  to  attend  the  Collectibles  Show 
and  the  ANA  and  other  splinter  group  activities!  Most  cannot 
stay  this  long  due  to  business  or  due  to  finances! !
